A child cannot name what he 
feels. He hasn’t the ubility to 
analyze his feelings for one 
thing, and he hasn’t tne words. 
But the key to what he feels is 
ii: his behavior. 

Tact Needed 


A child who feels secure in 
his parents’ love is never delib- 
erately rude. He may make mis- 
takes, and of course these will 
need to be. corrected. The 
method for dealing with him 
shoyld also be used in dealing 
with the youngster who makes 
a habit of defiance. Im, each 
case the child cannot help it. 
The mistake is an accident in 
the first case; in the second it is 
a habit. To each we need to be 
forgiving. 

Defiance thrives on opposition. 
At such a time the child’s mind 
is closed against us and correc- 
tive suggestibility. It is best to 
wait, therefore, until he is amen- 
able to reason before broaching 
the matter to him. Let him im- 
agine that he is putting one 
over, and then the. next time we 
haye an intimate chat together 
or are working together in the 
garden or having fun, tell him 
where he.was wrong. It will 
make a deep impression. 


The salt standard in the his- 
tory of commerce antedated the 
gold standard. As a medium of 
exchange salt was widely used 
in many ancient countries. The 
Mogul conquerors of India made 
decrees thousands of years ago 
regulating the standard of salt 
that was used for money. In 
Asia and Africa, cakes of salt 
were frequently used for money. 
Up until comparatively recent 
times salt was used as a medium 
of exchange in the Shan me>- 
kets in Indo-China. 

Besides being used as money, 
salt in days gone by was a pow- 
erful developer of commerce. 
Being essential to life, and un- 
available to tribes remote from 
the sea, from which the sub- 
stance was obtained by evapora- 
tion, trade routes were early de- 
veloped to provide the transpor- 
tation of salt. Por hundreds of 
years a Caravan route was main- 


tained between Palmyra and 


Syrian ports. Even today much 
of the caravan traffic in Sahara 
is largely in this precious com- 
modity. The oldest road in Italy 
is not the Appian Way, but the 
“Via Salaria,” the Salt Road, 
along which salt was anciently 
carried from the evaporating pits 
at Ostia to the Saline territory.
